Charles Brown, a former Janesville 


man, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Clarence R. 
Brown, 914 Glen street, was among 
the forty or more guests who es- 
caped in their night clothing early 
today, when fire broke out in the 
Windsor hotel in Milwaukee. Brown 
notified his parents by telephone this 
morning that he was roused from his 
bed when the flames broke out and 
was able to save nothing more than 
his underclothes and shoes. 
Brown is employed in a Milwaukee 
wholesale fruit house and -has lived 
at the Windsor for several years. 


Milwaukee, March 19.—Guests of the 
Windsor Hotel numbering nearly two 
score were compelled to flee for their 
lives early today when a fire which 
broke out in the plant of the Western 
Newspaper -Union, located in the south 
portion of the building on the east 
side of Milwaukee street, between 
Michigan 
and 
Wisconsin 
streets, 
gutted the four story structure and 
caused 
damage 
to other adjoining 
property. 
Charles Sandberg, lessee 
of the hotel, declared his belief early 
this morning that every guest of the 
hotel had got out safely. 
The prop- 
erty loss is estimated 
at 
?200,000, 
partly covered by insurance. 


Newspaper Plant Damaged. 
The job department of the Evening 
Wisconsin, one of Milwaukee's oldest 
newspapers, 
was considerably dam- 
aged by smoke and'water and .the 
basement 
containing the newspaper 
presses was flooded with several feet 
of water. 
A fire wall 'separating the upper 
Boors of the Evening Wisconsin build- 
ing from the hotel structure probably 
saved the newspaper plant from total 
destruction. 
The Western Newspaper Union's 
loss is estimated at $40,000, and that 
of the 
Milwaukee Printing 
Roller 
Company $20,000. 
The loss on the 
hotel building is placed at $40,000. 
Other losses in the way of smoke 
and water sustained by the Standard 
Blank "Book Mfg. Company. The Mil- 
waukee Novelty Dye Works, and the 
warehouse of the T. A. Chapman Dry 
Goods Company together with the 
hotel contents bring the aggregate up 
to the total. 
Hotel Guests In Panic. 
Breaking out in the stillness of the 
morning the fire caused a panic among 
;he hotel guests. 
Waking from sleep by the cracking 
of the window pane, Louis Toby, sleep- 
ing on the second floor of the building, 
shouted "fire." 
A few minutes before, the proprie- 
tor, Charles Sandberg, and Ellen Ppl- 
now, awakened by tlie barking, of a 
little fox terrier, smelled smoke. They 
searched the building but could find 
rib" trace of fire: "Hardly five minutes- 
later the 
building was a mass of 
Barnes- 
Guests were scurrying 
for safety 
clad only in night attire. The barking 
of the dog was soon followed by the 
seating on the doors by policemen 
and the hotel owner. To the fourth 
floor they went, smashing in doors 
where .the guests failed to answer the 
heavy beating. 
;' 
No Lives Are Lost. 
'Hell could be no worse than that 
place," said Patrolman 
Wilke after 
emerging from his mission of awaken- 
ing the guests. "I pounded on a few 
doors, I smashed in one, and a ^sheet 
of flames jumped into my face.' The 
mattresses and beds were burning. I 
tried another and met the same thing. 
The guests had evidently all awaken- 
ed and managed to get out. I don t 
believe there was anybody left on the 
floor." 
The building, about 
thirty years 


old, thoroughly seasoned, burned like 
tinder. 
A general alarm brought many com- 
panies of fire apparatus and numerous 
streams 
from 
hydrants within. the 
block a.ided by floods of water'pumps 
from the river by fire tugs through 
big pipes enabled the fiVe fighters to 
confine the flames to; the hotel struc- 
ture.

MAY ARREST CARSON 


Rumored That Warrants Have Been 


Issued In London for Leader 


of Ulster Cause.

London, March 19.—The Globe to- 
day says that warrants have been 
signed for the arrest of Sir Edward 
Carson and other leaders of the Ulster 
unionists. 
Sir Edward Carson, who formerly 
was conservative solicitor general, al- 
ways has been one of the most fiery 
exponents of home rule for Ireland. 
On several occasions he has stated 
that the people of Ulster would refuse 
to recognize a parliament in Dublin. 
In September last year in the course 
of a speech to the "Ulster volunteers!' 
he said: 
"We have the pledges of some of 
the greatest generals in -the British 
army that they will come over and 
help us keep the old flag when the 
time arrives."

In September, 1912, he was the.first 
to put his signature to the covenant 
entered into by the Ulster men which 
binds them "to use all the means that 
may be found necessary to defeat the 
present conspiracy to s*t up home rule 
In Ireland." 
: 
Sir Edward has been the central fig- 
ure in the house of commons and in 
the country in the campaign against 
home rule. He declared in December 
last year at Nottingham that the Ul- 
ster "volunteers" numbered 
90,000 
men and were well trained and armed.

Commissioner Lauds Fight on Adul- 


teration at Round-up Meetina

state of Wisconsin by the work of the 
dairy and food commission in ridding 
the state of adulterated --. and mis- 
branded foods of all kinds, has not 
only conserved the public health but 
lias resulted in aa annual financial 
saving of not less than $6,000,000." 
This summarizing statement of the 
work ot the state dairy and food de- 
partment was made in an address at 
.Sllsworth, Wisconsin, today by E. L. 
Aderhold, 
assistant dairy and food 
commissioner, at the round-up meet- 
ing of the farmers' institutes. 
Days of Adulteration. 
He opened his address by quoting 
the early records of the department 
which showed that ill the early fight 
against 
adulterated 
food 
products 
'coffee beans were made out of rye 
paste, creased and colored to look 
like the real thing; flour was adulter- 
ated with white earth; 
butter was 
adulterated with water, casein, lard 
and tallow; smoked hams were sold 
that smoke never 
touched but ob- 
tained their color and flavor by a 
poisonous solution; maple sugar was 
made out of brown, sugar and a beau- 
tiful label; honey was mixed with 
glucose and sausage was made out of 
stale meat unfit for human use." 
The establishment of the dairy and 


food commission and the enactment 
of stringent laws against adulteration 
iad changed conditions. Mr. Ader- 
biold declared that "salts of copper, 
lead and decayed substances had been 
eliminated from 
canned goods, red 
lead is no longer 
an ingredient of 
cayenne pepper, glucose flavored with 
artificial essences, dyed with artificial 
colors and containing chemical pre- 
servatives no longer masquerade in 
the garb of jams, 
jellies 
and pre- 
serves and boric acid, borax, salicylic 
acid and formaldehyde are. no longer 
milk adulterants." 


Help Dairy Interests. 
"That all this vigorous work of the 
dairy and food department has had 
an appreciable effect upon the public 
lealth is supported by the report of 
:he United States 
government that 
Wisconsin ranks second among the 
states in health," said Mr. Aderhold. 
Mr. Aderhold quoted 
from long 
statistical tables to show that as the 
result of stringent creamery regula- 
tions, patrons of Wisconsin creameries 
during the year 1911 received several 
cents more per pound for their butter 
during each month ot the year than 
did the patrons of creameries of any 
of the neighboring states. He said 
that in the matter of cheese Wiscon- 
sin is now the leading state in quality, 
quantity and variety and commands 
the highest price in the cheese mar- 
iets. His computations showed that 
'based upon reliable data over $112,- 
)00 a year are saved to the users of 
linseed oil in this state by preventing 
the sale of linseed oil adulterated with 
mineral oil." He said the damage to 
buildings 
had 
adulterated oil been 
permitted would have ^exceeded the 
above figure many" times: 'He dwelt 
at length upon the effect through the 
state of requiring honest weights and 
measures.

A MARTIAN SPRING. 


AVith the sudden change in temper 


ature, the drop of the thermometer 
from the sunny, springlike days to the 
mid-winter weather, the nortli wind 
blowing, the question comes, are we, 
the people of the world, to be sub- 
jected to a Martian spring? It is e 
serious problem for scientists to solve 
Moreover, the Milwaukee Evening 
Wisconsin tackles the subject bravely, 
quotes from the reports of scientists, 
and says the planet Mars is enjoying 
a cold spell of weather. The ques'tion 
is, does It affect the world? We 
might ask Dr. Wiley, but he is too 
basy commenting upon the food sup- 
ply and so forth to give us a definite 
answer, so we must fall back upon the 
real problem: 
Does the climate on 
Mars affect the earth? 
We are 
a. 
great big sort of a world all of our 
own. 
We have an immense and di- 


versified population, so the AVisconsin 
story is plausible after all. 


"The Flagstaff, Arizona, observatory 
scientists, who are, In closer touch 
with, what is going: on in the firma- 
ment than the inhabitants of smoky 
cities, have informed the world that a 
light spring frost has descended upon 
the planet Mars. That is their inter- 
pretation of the changing color of the 
neighboring planet. 
Often the hues 


which the telescope reveais on the 
Martial disk are salmon, pink and 
green, with areas of white .at 
the 


pbles, which always have been ac: 
counted for on the supposition that 
Mars, like the earth, has polar regions 
Covered with thick-ribbed 5ce and 
never-melting snow. When the area 
of white expands, as it sometimes 
does, the assumption is logical that 
boreal conditions are pushing into one 
or the other of the •• temperate zones,, 
and this, apparently, is,, what is going 
on at the present time. 
._• "Professor Lowell is convinced that 
Mars is inhabited, and that certain 
lines observable on the planet are 
canals constructed for the purpose of 
irrigation, and that the green color 
often distinctly discernible in their 
vicinity demonstrates that they are 
efficient in' the promotion of agricul- 
ture. 
There are other speculative 
scientists who .dispute his views, yet 
these views are decidedly popular. 
Not a few among the American news- 
paper reading public who rarely look 
through telescopes, but who like to 
give their imagination piay, indulge at 
times in the wonder whether it may 
not be possible with the progress of 
science to establish 'communication 
between this world and the next' at 
least to the extent of signalling the 
inhabitants of Mars and getting a re- 
sponse. Mars is a world in the sense 
of being a planet, and is the earth's 
next-door neighbor in the direction 
outward from the sun, the mean dis- 
tance of the earth from the sun being 
ninety-two million miles, and the dis- 
tance of Mars one hundred, and forty- 
one million miles. The notion of com- 
municating with Mars is fascinating 
to theorists, who, now that electric 
cable and wireless have made it pos- 
sible to send instant messages to all 
parts of the earth, are seeking for 
new worlds to conquer. 


"But there is a difficulty in the way 


of signalling Mars and securing an in- 
telligible response—a difficulty which 
seems insuperable. Let it be con- 
ceded that Mars is inhabited by intel- 
ligent beings and that by means of 
electric flashlight on a tremendous 
scale Professor Lowell and his assist- 
ants at Flagstaff could attract their 
attention. At this point the trouble 
would begin, for how could the Mar- 
tians interpret the earth signals, or 
we theirs? Without a common lan- 
guaee, how could there be interchanee 
;of ideas? 


"Mars being older than the earlfh. 
it is supposable that if there are in- 
habitants of Mars and they are like 
the earth people they have 
solved 


many problems which are still in the 
botheration stage with us. In view of
